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Our Oppofers not afham’d to run down the Manufattures of their own Country, and exalt the French. 
In doing this,they as much as in them lies ruin the Trade of England, and fend the Cuftomers to the French. 
To tell Foreigners that the French Manufattures are as good as ours, and Cheaper, is as far as we canto 


make it be fo.

Befides it is notorioufly falfe in Fatt. 
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F our Oppofers had not loft all Senfe of Shame, 
and were not harden’d in the Practife of depreci- 
ating and difhonouring their own Country, and 
running down its Trade, they would not he able 
to fhew their Faces when they applaud the French 
Woollen-Manufaétures, and tel] us how good they are, 
what Quantities they make, how they out-do us and 
underfel us, and will ruin us, and yet all the while they 
do this they are not able to prove what they fay, or to 
fhew our People one Pattern of thefe fine Things which 
the French do, that the Englifh Manufacturers might 
judge for themfelves, and might go home and try whe- 
ther they cannot make them as good as the French. 

Were it not a melancholy Reflection that fuch Tray- 
tors fhould be harbour’d among us, it would be Matter 
of Ridicule and Laughter to hear them talk, to fee them 
fhake their Heads, and look like their new Champion in 
treacherous Politicks, all upon the DISMALL, crying 
Fire when they can fhew no Smoke. 

To hear them tell our Manufa@urers the French make 
all the Woollen-Manufaétures that they want for them- 
felves ; when we know they could never do it till they 
got ours flur out of their Markets, nor would not da 
it if ours were let in again; to hear thefe Men boaft 
how good the French Manufaétures are, when they know 
they have had our Wooll to make them fo, and perhaps 
fome of thefe very Men have had a Hand in helping 
them to fume of it, as the MERCATOR has better 
Reafon for faying than fome may imagine. 

To fce Englifh Men join with Foreigners,and be made 
Tools of by thofe Foreigners, to banrer and infult their 
own Country-men, as not able to make the Woollen- 
Manufasture fo well as the French. To have Parers 
printed by thefe worthy Patriots in London in the Face 
of Government, to be fent over into Spain, Italy and 
Tugky, that it may be thewn under our own Hands 
abroad, that we acknowledge the French Manufactures 
are made as well as our own, and are fold Cheaper. 

To the Eternal Honour ( fuch as it is) of our BRE 
TISH MERCHANTS, and for the PRESER- 
VING our Commerce, the French Merchants have it 
to fhew under our own Imprimatur! HERE, fas a 
French Merchant at Leghorn to an Laltin, or at Smirna 


to a Perfian, or at Conftantinople to a Turk. “ HERE 
‘* jt is from their own Mouths, printed in their own Ca- 
“¢ pital City ; Here they acknowledge, that we have as 
*© good Wooll in France as they have in England, Here 
y tae own Englifh-man, who is aliow'd by. them to 
“ write nothing but Truth, has affirm’d that we can work 
‘© Cheaper than they, and underfel them, and that we 
“ bid fair for Engroffing all the Trade of Europe. Here 
*¢ it is under their own Authority, for fure if it had not 
“ been known in England to be an.univerfally receiv’d 
“-Truth, an undeniable Truth, it would have been re- 
“ fented and punith’d by Authority; for it is fo fatal a 
“© Trush to them, that chey could never in their Wits 
“ have publithd it againft chemfelves if ic had not been 
“* true. 

“ Befides, who are better Judges of it than themfelves ? 
“ To be fure they know whether it be fo or no; and 
“* whar can be faid againft it, when they acknowledge it ? 
«© Whar tho’ it may reflect upon the Senfes and Loyalty 
*¢ to their Country of thofe Exglifh-men and Britifh Mer- 
“ chants, who have told a Thing which they ough: 
“ above all Men insthe World to have conceal d, if x 
“ had been true, yet no Man can have room to doub - 
“ the Truth of it, fince they have faid ir themfelves 
“ whatever Objection th:y may have ayainft the honefty 
“ of their faying ir. 
‘© Tet then the Englifh Men be Fools or Knaves for 
faying it, and let it be ever fo much an expofing the 
Weaknefs and Nakednefs of their Country, that is 
not to the Purpofe, you fee fo it is, and they acknow- 
ledge it ; that we make our Goods cheaper than they ; 
that we make not enough, only to fupply our felves, 
“* but to furnifh all the World, and in a few Years ajs 
** the Trade will be ours, and their Poor will have no 
“ Work, but muft be kept by the Parifhes. See here ir 
“is under their Hands. See Englithman, Guardian 

“hare a vier by Dutchmen and other 
‘oreizners. See State of the Commerce. See Speec! 
“ of their Patriors, and the like. — 

When the Foreign Merchants fee this, what follows ? 
What can be expected, but that they go to buy where 
they can buy cheapeft, and if thefe Men had fpoken 
Truth our Trade muft have been loft ¥ 
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Mut lelicd be God thefe Betrayers of their Country 
Heme l{o Betrayers of themfelves ; and as they have no 
fmmeeeetty in that Part, fo neither have they Truth: For 
eeeemeby this Knavery the Foreign Buyers are carry to 
set evememVarchoufes of the French in thofe Ports, and even 
wom wmrvemis 2 Mifchief in it felf, and a Mifchief which none 
eR Seeegdeny has its Evil in it; yet when they come to fee 
Meene French Cloths, and the Feeath Perpets, their An- 
““Twer is plaitrand known. 
“ Why really Monfieur, faysa Turk, I did wonder to fee 
“ it printed in England, that your Goods were better 
«© thanthe Englith; and tho’ I thought no People in the 
“© World could have been fo Perfidious to have publifh’d 
“ fuch a Thing againft. themfelves, and againft their 
“ own Narion, if it had not been true ;‘yet that which 
“ is firangeft of allis, that it is-not true, that when I 
“ come to look narrowly into the Goods, } find it all 
« Falfe ; That your Goods are nothing like theirs, your 
« Cloths have no Subftance, no Man that can go to the 
“ Price of a piece of Englifh Cloth will wear any of 
“ yours; and tho’ fome Cuftomers have been deceiv d 
“ by the Out-fide of your Goods, and becaufe you fell 
“ them Cheaper than the Engiifh, yet when they have 
“ bought them once, they will never buy them again ; 
“ and unlefs it be when there is no Englifh Goods in the 

“ Place, we cannot deal with you. 
When _ the Frenchman urges again the Confeffion of 
the faid Englifh Authors, what fays the Turk? “ 1 know 
| “ not what to fiy to that, Monfieur, fays be, but this, 
‘© (yizs) That it thews that thofe Englifhmen, like all you 
* Chriftians, will lie and prevaricate when they have 







“ fome Turn to ferve; and that they will betray not 

“« their Neighbours only, but even their own Country, 

if they have fome fecret Defign to carry on; and

| What can any Turk fay lefs to this ? And is it not 
a Reproach even to the Name of a Chriftian, caufing 
the Heathen to Blafpheme the very Proteflion of the 
Chriftian Religion, to fee Men againft the Intereft of 

their Country, and againft the Demonftrations of Truth, 

| and the clear Evidence of Faét, publith their own 

Shame, and tell the World that we cannot match our 

| Rivals ; that we are outdone in our own Manufaéture ; 
that the French have as good Wooll, as good Marteri- 
als, as good Workmen, and make their Goods as good 
as we can, and fell them Cheaper. 

What can the End and Defign of thefe wicked Men 
be, but to carry on fome other Party-Quarrel by it ? 
Which Parry-Quarrel they Value fo much above the 
true Inrereft of their Country, and the Honour of 

their Nation, and the Reputation of their Trade, that 
they will venture to give up their Nation in Trade, 
exalr the French, run down and depreciate their own 
Manufactures, and the Credit of that only Trade which 
has been the Foundation of all our other Commerce, 
and which has been the true Original of all our Wealth 
and Oppulence ; and to give it under their own Hands, 
That the French Goods outdo us; that we fhall not be 
able tocarry on our Trade, but ¢hat the French will 
beat us out of the Trade in all the Markets in Europe, 
fell Cheaper, &c. So that our Goods will lye Unfold ; and 
fo our Trade ftopp’d, and our Poor want Bread. 

Were all this true, it is an odious ftinking Office for 
an Englifhman to meddle with. We fhould be the laft 

Men fure that fhould ftrip our Country of thar Glory ; 

which Trade, beyond all the Trophies of War, hasClothed 
her with: and thew the Nakednef$ of our Mother to all 
the World. A Frenchman might have fad this, if ic 
had been true, and he could nor have been blam’d ; burt 
for this to come from Britith Merchants that prerend to 
preferve Trade, and from Men who Talk of the Inte- 
teftof England, and the faying England from the French!

Horiitle atid deteflable Treachery ! What cin be a 
greater Betraying us to the French than this? What is 
this but giving us up to our Rivals? To report ther 
the French make as good Cloths as we do, and fell as 
Cheap as we do, &c. is to make it fo, as far as we can 
lend our Hands to it; Who will Queftion it, if we ac- 
knowledge it?

If this Trade goes on, our People muft learn to be 
afham’d of the Name of Chriftian ; and when they are 
ask’d abroad, If they are Chriftians, muft anfwer, They 
ate Eng'ifhmen ; as our Neighbours are {aid to do at Ja- 
pan; for the Name of a Chriftian ought really not 
to be Named with fuch Pra@ices as thefe, if we have 
any regard to the Honour of its Profeffion. 

But if this were the Cafe, tho’ the Thing were true ; 
What then fhall we fay, or what will the very Mahome- 
tans fay of us, when it fhall appear to them, as it does 
and muft do, thar the Faét is fulfe alfo 2 That when the 
Englith and the French Cloths come to be viewed toge- 
ther, there is no Comparifon ; that neither in Work- 
manthip or in Subftance they are alike ; chat the French 
do not Weigh fo much in a Piece of Cloth by Eight or 
ten Pound weight ; that the Workmanthip is not equal, 
the Wool nothing like, being mix’d with feveral forts 
interiour to ours ; and, in {fhort, that the beft Manu- 
fa&tures the French can make, are not able to do Ours 
any harm in any Market in the World. 

he Refle&tions which-will naturally follow in fucha 
Cafe muft be very Grofs, and very Scandalous to thofe 
People wito have made fuch Havock with their own 
Country, on fo weak a Foundation.
